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What  has  Mr.  Malik  been  doing  at  Uno  ? 


WINCE,  on  August  ist,  he  became  Presi- 
^dent  by  rotation  of  the  Security  Council 
of  the  United  Nations,  Mr.  Malik,  both  as 
president  and  as  the  representative  of  the 
Soviet  Union  has  been  fighting  to  save  the 
whole  structure  of  the  United  Nations 
Organisation  from  the  destruction  which 
the  American  Government  has  prepared 
for  it. 

The  role  of  the  United  Nations  is  to 
settle  conflicts  peacefully,  not  to  intensify 


them.  This  has  been  the  ground  on 
which  Mr.  Malik  has  taken  his  stand. 

Mr.  Malik’s  first  act  as  president  was  to 
rule  that  the  presence  of  the  Kuomintang 
delegate  at  the  Security  Council  was  un¬ 
lawful.  This  ruling  was  overturned  by 
the  American-controlled  majority  on  the 
Council,  three  countries  voting  for  the 
President’s  ruling  and  seven  (adding  in 
the  Kuomintang  representative)  against. 


Why  must  Chiang’s  Representative  be  excluded  ? 


QHIANG  KAI-SHEK  and  his  clique 
'“'’were  driven  from  the  Chinese  main¬ 
land  by  the  Chinese  people  last  year. 
Since  then  they  have  represented  nobody 
but  themselves. 

But  the  Chiang  Kai-shek  clique  have 
not  ceased  to  scheme,  how  they  can,  with 
American  support,  once  more  conquer 
the  Chinese  people. 

They  believe  that  the  only  way  they  can 
do  this  is  to  start  a  third  world  war. 

As  The  Times  said  editorially  in  a 


leading  article  on  “  Korea  and  Formosa  ” 
on  August  19,  1950  :  “  The  dangers  of 

the  situation  are  apparent,  for  the  Chinese 
‘  Nationalists  ’  have  an  obvious  interest  in 
widening  the  conflict.” 

It  is  a  most  fundamental  interest  of 
Britain  and  of  all  the  United  Nations  that 
Chiang  Kai-shek  be  excluded  from  the 
Security  Council  and  China  admitted  to 
its  right  place  there.  Only  so  can  Far 
Eastern  questions  be  properly  discussed. 


Is  it  fair  to  exclude  North  Korea  from  a  hearing  ? 


rPHE  “  evidence  ”  heard  by  the  rump 
of  the  Security  Council  at  its  meetings 
on  June  25  and  June  27  came  entirely  from 
two  sources  :  the  Syngman  Rhee  Govern¬ 
ment  and  the  American  Embassy  and 
Military  Advisers  in  South  Korea.  The 


documents  sent  to  the  Security  Council  by 
the  so-called  United  Nations  Commission 
in  Korea  and  those  presented  by  Austin,  the 
American  representative  on  the  Security 
Council  specifically  quote  only  these  two 
sources. 


Mr.  Malik  has  declared  that  this  infor¬ 
mation  is  false,  prejudiced  and  contra¬ 
dictory.  He  has  further  shown  that  the 
message  from  the  co-called  Commission 
received  by  the  Secretary  General  on 
June  29  which  attempted  to  show  that  on 
June  24th  the  puppet  army  of  South  Korea 
was  not  ready  to  invade  the  north  but 
disposed  for  “  defence  in  depth  ”  (a 
message  which  was  signed  by  Chu  Tu, 
the  Chiang  Kai-shek  representative  of  the 
Commission,  as  chairman  for  June)  was  in 
fact  fabricated  after  Syngman  Rhee’s  attack 
on  the  north  had  taken  place.  For  a  docu¬ 
ment  put  in  earlier  by  the  American 
representative,  based  upon  information 
from  the  American  military  advisers 
showed  that  there  were  five  puppet 
Korean  divisions  massed  along  the  front 
at  the  time  of  the  attack  and  one  further 


division  in  support.  These  composed  the 
bulk  of  Syngman  Rhee’s  Army. 

Mr.  Malik  further  quoted  extensively 
from  the  American  press  to  show  how 
Syngman  Rhee’s  attack  had  been  long  pre¬ 
pared  and  planned,  in  particular  by  General 
Mac  Arthur,  and  how  it  was  launched  “with 
the  knowledge  of  and  not  without  the 
agreement  of  high  ranking  United  States 
officials — Secretary  of  Defence  Johnson, 
Chief  of  the  U.S.  General  Staff  Bradley, 
State  Department  Adviser.  Dulles.” 
(Speech  of  August  3). 

Since  the  Security  Council  had  there¬ 
fore  only  received  information  from  and 
heard  the  views  of  one  party  to  the  dispute, 
Mr.  Malik  demanded  that  it  also  hear  the 
views  of  the  other  part.  Surely  that  is  a 
reasonable  proposal  ? 


What  about  the  “decisions”  of  the  rump  Security 
Council  on  June  25th  and  June  27th  ? 


June  25,  on  the  basis  of  Syngman 
Rhee’s  information  and  on  the  motion 
of  the  United  States,  the  rump  of  the 
Security  Council  named  North  Korea  as 
“  the  aggressor.”  On  June  27,  it  adopted 
a  second  American  motion  calling  on 
member  states  to  send  “  aid  ”  to  South 
Korea.  Whereas  the  first  resolution  called 
for  the  withdrawal  of  North  Korean  troops 
to  the  38th  parallel,  by  June  27  the  Ameri¬ 
can  had  dropped  this  formulation.  This 
is  in  order  to  achieve  their  aim  of  conquer¬ 


ing  the  whole  of  Korea. 

Mr.  Malik  has  pointed  out  that  these 
decisions,  which  were  taken  in  the  absence 
of  the  Soviet  Union  and  China,  two  per¬ 
manent  members  of  the  Security  Council, 
are  therefore  not  only  based  on  false  infor¬ 
mation  but  they  are  illegal.  It  is  under 
this  illegal  decision  that  British  troops  are 
being  sent  out  to  Korea  to  die  for  the 
Americans. 


What  kind  of  war  is  it  in  Korea  ? 


rPHERE  are  two  conflicts  going  on  in 
Korea. 

There  is  first  a  civil  war  between  North 
and  South,  started  by  the  South  with 
American  instigation.  The  United  Na¬ 
tions,  as  Mr.  Malik  has  pointed  out,  is 
debarred  by  its  charter  from  interfering 
in  the  internal  affairs  of  countries.  It  did 
not  intervene  in  the  civil  war  in  China,  for 
example.  It  should  not  interfere  in  the 
civil  war  in  Korea. 

But  the  other  thing  that  is  happening 
in  Korea  is  the  American  use  of  the  civil 
war  in  order  to  conquer  the  whole  of 
Korea  as  an  American  colony.  This  does 
require  action  by  the  United  Nations  for 
such  American  action  is  open  aggression. 


The  Security  Council  must  call  for  the 
withdrawal  of  all  foreign  troops  from 
Korea.  This  is  an  essential  step  to  the 
peaceful  solution  of  the  problem. 

Quoting  the  definition  of  aggression 
proposed  by  the  Soviet  Union  at  the  Dis¬ 
armament  Conference  in  1933  and  later 
accepted  by  the  United  States,  Britain  and 
France,  Mr.  Malik  said  (August  3)  :  “  the 
conflict  in  Korea  is  an  internal  conflict 
.  .  .  From  all  this  it  follows  that  the 

sole  aggressors  in  Korea  are  those  States 
which  maintain  their  troops  on  the  terri¬ 
tory  of  Korea  and  intervene  in  the  struggle 
between  the  Northerners  and  the  Souther¬ 
ners  and  are  thus  expanding  the  sphere  of 
military  operations.” 


How  does  the  Korean  People’s  Army  get  its  arms  ? 


TO  conceal  the  defeat  the  Americans  was  supplying  arms  to  the  Koreans. 
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The  position  is  that  when  the  Soviet 
Armed  forces  withdrew  from  North  Korea 
in  1948  they  sold  some  equipment  to  the 
Korean  People’s  Government.  They  have 
not  provided  them  with  military  equip¬ 
ment  since.  At  that  time  and  since  the 
Americans  were  busily  equipping  Syng- 
man  Rhee’s  forces. 


Since  Syngman  Rhee’s  attack  however 
the  People’s  Army  has  captured  huge 
masses  of  American  equipment  from 
Syngman  Rhee  and  from  American  troops. 
It  is  these  American  arms  which  are  now 
equipping  the  Korean  People’s  Army  as 
well  as  their  own  productions. 


What  is  the  so-called  United  Nations 
Commission  on  Korea  ? 


T'HE  position  of  this  Commission,  as 
mentioned  above,  is  that  of  a  pre¬ 
judiced  body,  relaying  prejudiced  and  false 
information.  Its  composition  is  :  Chiang 
Kai-shek,  the  Philippines  (an  American 
colony),  Australia  (under  its  Tory  Govern¬ 
ment),  El  Salvador  (an  American  pocket 
state),  France  (the  Far  Eastern  policy  of 
whose  Government  is  tied  up  closely  with 
that  of  America  in  Indo-China),  Turkey 
(whose  government  is  supported  and  main¬ 
tained  by  American  subventions  and  mili¬ 


tary  advisers)  and  India. 

Mr.  Malik  said  (Aug.  11)  “  References 
to  the  so-called  reports  of  the  United 
Nations  Commission  for  Korea  are  worth¬ 
less.  It  is  known  that  that  Commission 
itself  receives  all  the  information  for  its 
reports  to  the  United  Nations  from  the 
same  shady,  one-sided  and  false  American 
and  Syngman  Rhee  sources.  The  com¬ 
position  of  the  Commission  in  no  way 
ensures  its  objectivity.” 


How  the  Americans  are  trying  to  destroy  UNO 


*  |  'HE  American  Government  is  trying 
to  turn  the  United  Nations  into  the 
watch-dog  of  American  private  invest¬ 
ments  in  all  parts  of  the  world. 

Mr.  Malik  quoted  the  dispatch  in  the 
New  York  Herald  Tribune  on  June  5, 
1950  from  their  correspondent  Marguerite 
Higgins  on  her  interview  with  General 
Roberts,  head  of  the  American  Military 
Mission  in  South  Korea  who  said  : 

“  In  Korea  the  American  taxpayer  has 
an  army  which  is  a  fine  watchdog  over 
investments  placed  in  this  country.” 

Mr.  Malik  commented  that  :  “  Having 

lost  their  watchdog  in  Korea  as  a  result  of 
the  collapse  of  the  psuedo-national  army 
of  Syngman  Rhee,  the  ruling  circles  of  the 
United  States  are  now  trying  to  turn  the 
whole  United  Nations  into  a  weapon  for 
the  defence  of  American  capital  invest¬ 


ments  and  their  strategic  interests  in  Korea 
and  the  Far  East.” 

The  American  Government  was  also 
using  its  Korean  war  “as  a  cover  for  ex¬ 
panding  American  aggression  on  the  vast 
expanses  .of  Asia — from  the  shores  of 
Korea  and  Japan  to  the  territory  of  Viet 
Nam — for  intervening  in  the  internal 
affairs  of  the  Chinese,  Viet  Namese  and 
Philippine  peoples.” 

The  Americans  and  their  allies  were 
using  phrases  about  “  localising  the  con¬ 
flict,”  but  in  fact  they  were  seeking  to 
intensify  it. 

They  were  seeking  to  drag  the  United 
Nations  down  the  path  of  war,  the  path  of 
“  the  continuation  and  expansion  of  the 
war  through  drawing  into  it  an  every 
greater  number  of  human  and  material 
resources.” 


What  about  terror  bombing  ? 


TtIE  American  Far  East  Air  Command 
has  boasted  that  in  six  weeks  of  war  it 
dropped  7,000  tons  of  bombs  and  in  two 
months  has  flown  over  20,000  sorties 
with  every  type  of  aircraft  that  the  U.S.A. 
possesses.  It  admits  that  the  American 
proponents  of  air  power  as  the  road  to 
quick  victory  have  been  proved  wrong  in 
Korea,  but  hopes  that  a  long  term  policy  of 
“  attrition  ”  carried  out  by  its  bombers 
will  ultimately  produce  results. 


The  Korean  People’s  Democratic 
Government  has  sent  to  the  Security 
Council  a  first  report  of  a  Korean  Com¬ 
mission  on  the  killing  and  wounding  of 
Korean  civilians  and  the  destruction  of 
hospitals,  churches  and  schools  by  the 
American  planes.  Many  protests  have 
been  sent  to  the  Security  Council  from 
churches,  peace  and  trade  union  bodies 
against  this  and  Mr.  Malik  has  put  down 
a  motion  condemning  American  atrocities 
in  Korea. 


What  about  Formosa  ? 


V^/” HEN  on  June  27th  President  Truman 
'  v  ordered  American  forces  to  invade 
Korea  to  prop  up  the  collapsing  regime  of 
Syngman  Rhee,  he  also  ordered  the 
American  7th  Fleet  to  seize  the  Chinese 
island  of  Formosa. 

Since  then  the  Americans  have  strengt¬ 
hened  their  Military  Mission  on  the  island 
and  that  mission  had  been  officially  linked 
with  their  Far  Eastern  Command  under 


MacArthur  in  Tokyo.  They  have  also 
established  a  representative  of  their  13th 
Air  Force  there  and  sent  in  men  and  planes. 

Chou  En-lai,  the  Chinese  Foreign  Min¬ 
ister  has  cabled  the  Security  Council  de¬ 
claring  that  it  was  its  duty  to  take  action 
against  the  American  seizure  of  Formosa, 
which  was  aggression  against  China,  and 
to  bring  about  the  immediate  withdrawal 
of  American  forces. 


Do  the  Americans  intend  to  spread  the  war  ? 


jpARLY  in  August  Mr.  Malik  pointed 
A“'out  that  the  U.S.  Government  was 
demanding  that  the  war  in  Korea  be 
intensified  and  trying  to  secure  the  drawing 
in  of  still  more  men  and  materials. 

During  the  month  his  words  were  con¬ 
firmed  when,  at  General  MacArthur’s 
request,  two  British  battalions  were  rushed 
to  Korea  and  it  was  announced  that  more 
British,  Australian  and  other  troops  were 
being  sent.  As  the  Americans  desired,  the 
war  against  Korea  was  being  intensified. 

At  the  same  time  American  attempts 
were  being  made  to  spread  the  war.  On 

Can  the  Korean  issue 

August  1  st,  when  he  became  Presi- 
'"->aent,  Mr.  Malik  proposed  that  the 
peaceful  settlement  of  the  Korean  question 
should  be  discussed  by  the  Security  Coun¬ 
cil.  This  was  defeated  by  the’  American 
bloc  in  the  Security  Council  on  August  3 
by  seven  votes  to  three  with  one  abstent¬ 
ion. 

On  August  4  Mr.  Malik  again  proposed 
a  four  point  peace  settlement  in  Korea 
including  the  presence  of  representatives 

How  is  the  struggle  for 

DEFORE  the  end  of  August  a  second 
-®“^item  had  been  placed  securely  on  the 
agenda.  This  was  the  Chinese  complaint 
against  American  aggression  over  Formosa. 
It  was  agreed  to  on  August  29  in  a  watered 
down  form  put  forward  by  the  India 
representative  by  seven  votes  to  two  with 
one  abstention  and  one  not  voting. 

When  it  had  been  adopted  Mr.  Malik 
immediately  proposed  that  a  Chinese 
representative  should  be  invited  to  the 
Council  but  this  was  turned  down  by  four 
votes  for,  four  votes  against  (including  the 
Chiang  Kai-shek  representative)  and  three 
abstentions. 

But  the  struggle  to  get  China  represented 
in  discussions  on  these  vital  Far  Eastern 


August  27  and  again  on  August  29, 
American  planes  raided  China. 

In  a  second  Note,  the  Chinese  Foreign 
Minister  requested  the  Security  Council 
to  take  effective  measures  “  to  stop  the 
action  of  the  United  States  forces  of 
aggression  in  Korea  for  extending  the 
scope  of  their  aggression.” 

He  called  on  the  U.N.  to  bring  about 
the  prompt  withdrawal  of  the  American 
forces  from  Korea  “  so  that  the  issue  will 
not  assume  more  serious  proportions,  ”  and 
asked  for  urgent  action. 

be  settled  peacefully? 

of  both  China  and  North  Korea  in  the 
discussion,  a  cease  fire  in  Korea  and  the 
withdrawal  of  foreign  troops.  But  again 
the  American  bloc  voted  down  discussion 
on  this  plan  and  insisted  that  the  American 
resolution,  which  is  designed  to  intensify 
the  war  in  Korea,  should  be  discussed  with 
only  the  Syngman  Rhee  representative 
present  from  Korea. 

But  the  struggle  to  discuss  a  peaceful 
settlement  in  Korea  will  go  on. 

peace  being  continued  ? 

questions,  will  continue,  especially  when  her 
complaints  against  the  Americans  in  Form¬ 
osa  and  Korea  are  actually  heard.  And  this 
will  be  raised  not  only  in  the  Security 
Council  but  also  in  the  Assembly  when  it 
meets  in  September. 

Two  paths  are  open  to  the  United 
Nations.  It  can  become  a  cloak  for 
American  aggression,  or  it  can  be  the 
instrument  of  peace  it  was  set  up  to  be. 

In  the  United  Nations  the  warmongers 
are  not  having  it  all  their  own  way.  The 
more  the  voice  of  the  people  is  heard  at 
Lake  Success,  as  is  shown  by  the  messages 
sent  by  the  World  Peace  Committee,  the 
W.F.T.U.  or  others,  the  stronger  will  be 
those  who  speak  and  vote  for  peace. 
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
